A DISASTROUS FIRE. 


Further Particulars of the Destruction at 
Ashiand, Wis. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

ASHLAND (Wis.,) April 29.—The 
most destructive fire in years, and 
which caused a loss of about $175,000, 
raged here this morning and destroyed 
the Vaughan, library building. The 
fire was discovered in the basement of 
F. J. Pool’s dry goods store, which 
occupied the whole of the first floor of 
the library building, at 1 o’clock in 
the morning, and before the firemen 
arrived an explosion occurred, which 
blew out tthe heavy plate-glass front. 
The upper stories of the building were 
used for offices and sleeping-rooms, and 
there were several narrow escapes by 
the occupants, but no lives were lost 
as waS8 at first feared.

The men had mare shed 
twenty-seven miles last night, withou: 
food, and were held by the police five 
miles cut of the city, in a rainstorm 
ail day, with no provisions or shelter. 
The ‘action of the authorities raised 
much indignation among the laboring 
people, and when the army marched 
up Grand avenue to the camp, on the 
east side of town, wet, haggard and 
weary, their pitiable condition aroused 

‘ympathy almost as great as_ that 
whi ch was theirs at Council Bluffs. A 
mass-meeting of laboring men has been 
called for tomorrow, and committees 
are at work soliciting food and money. 
Threats are made that unless transpor- 
tation is secured to Chicago, radical 
steps will be taken. 

During the last twenty-four hours the 
army has undergone greater hardships 
than at any time since it left Utah, 
but, notwithstanding the severe test, 
not twenty-five men were missing when 
Des Mcines was reached. The men 
straggied in during the afternoon, and 
19900 men gathered. Mayor Hill has 
sent thirty policemen and Sheriff Mc- 
Garaugh, with as many deputies, to 
meet the army and inform them they 
would have to pass on through Des 
Moines to a deserted stove factory. 
Where ample food and shelter was 
provided. This Ke-ly flatly refused to 
do, saying his men must be fed be- 
fore they marched the additional dis- 
tance.

NEW ORLEANS, April 29.—A few

At first the fire was raging in the in- 
Serior of the Gourt. The flames made 
@ comparatively small showing from 
the stand as the fire brigade responded 
promptly. Hopes were entertained for 
gome time that anything like a serious 
disaster wou!d be prevented, but those 
within the walls realized that the whole 
building was doomed. Guests and em- 
Dloyees of the hotel were soon hurry- 


"ing out of the building, half-clad with

@uch few personal effects as could be 
@natched upon their hurried exit from 
their sleeping-rooms. 
' As nearly as could be ascertained 
Zour lives have been sacrificed. One 
ve leaped from the fourth story and 
is almost instantly killed, while four 
and one woman were seen to leap 
the iron staircase leading from the 


Rear of the building and were lost to 
view in the court, which looked to be 


mitmost a solid mass of flames. One oz 
these men succeeded in reaching the 
Btreet, but nothing has been seen of 
the others.

The scene inside the hotel at this 
time was one of terror and confusion. 
Terror-stricken, half-clad guests were 
fiying from the flames which were roar- 
ing behind them. Some were dragging 
their trunks with them and offered ex- 
travagant prices for help to convey 
their valuables to a place of safety. 
Meanwhile the fire continued to ad- 
Vance toward the front of the building, 
which was still intact.

helplessness of the situation, as 
far as saving the hotel was concerned, 
become evident almost as soon as the 
fire broke out.

About 2 o’clock in the morning a 
portion of the wall on Gravier street, 
as well as a section on Common street, 
fell in and a small portion of the Gravier 
gtreet side fell outward wrecking about 
fifty telegraph wires. By 3 o’clock the 
Jast of the interior of the building had 
tumbled in, leaving only the St. Charles 
Street walls intact. On Gravier street 
the flames were eating their way into 
three buildings, which intervened be- 
tween the wall of the hotel and the 
old Union Bank at the corner. These 
buildings on Gravier street were occu- 
pied by a number of firms engaged in 
the insurance and machinery agency 
business. 

The loss is estimated at from $300,- 
000 to $400,000. Besides the St. Charles

More “Cut Rates on the 
Southern Pacific.

How Two Passenger Agents Fooled Them- 
selves—It Might Have Happened in 3 
California—General and 
Local. 


Western lines*have no intention of 
submitting to the dictation of the 
Southern Pacific as to what their rates 
should be on immigration business to 
California points. The Chicago Herald 
of the 25th inst. said: 

“A odnference of the lines most -ag- 
gressive in the fight with the Union 
- Pacific was held yesterday, at which 
the situation was gone over in all its 
phases. Plans, were freely ‘discugsed 
for meeting any new contingency that 
might arise. It developed during the 
discussion that the roads have by no 
means exhausted their resources by the 
~ announcement of the $16.10 rate. Even 
should the Southern Pacific prevail on 
the trunk lines not to use the $16.10 
rate as a basing rate, the Western 
roads will keep ,that rate in effect in 
such a way that the Union Pacific will 
have to meet it, accept their terms or 
go out of the business. There is no}. 
likelihood of the trunk lines paying any 
‘heed to the Southern Pacific’s demand, 
however. They have given assurances 
that they will maintain the rate. Even 
if they are desirous of withdrawing it 
they could hardly do so at this juncture 
because they have notified all their 
agents in Europe of the existence of the | 
rate and a good deal of business has al- 
ready been booked. It has developed 
that in objecting to the rate the South- 
ein Pacific is not trying to help the 
Union Pacific so much as it is anxious 
to. preserve its own revenue. It sends 
all its California immigrant business 
by. way of New Orleans ané it does not 
want to apply the $16.10 rate through 
that gateway. It will either have to 
do so or see the Missouri River roads 
take the business away from it. Herice 
nn ag strong objection to the $16.10 
“Rumors were in circulation 
yesterday that the Santa Fe 
had about determined to make a 
cut in domestic rates to the 
territory east of the Missouri ’ River. 
Such action would be a direct blow at 
the connections of the Union Pacific 
who are supposed to be secretly sup- 
‘porting it in the contest by bearing 
_ their full proportions of the excessive 
commissions which that road is charged 
with paying for business as well as of 
~~“the cuts in rates west of the Missourt 
River. There is no direct evidence that

this, -the 
entertained against them is very strong. 
Santa Fe officials, when these reports 
were called to their attention, made 
light of them. They said they had 
given no serious consideration to the 
~" matter as they had no desire to hurt 

their neighbors where no direct good 
would result to themselves. They did 
not deny, however, that the matter had 
suggested itself to them and admitted 
that it might ultimately become neces- 
sary for them ‘to take the step indi- 
cated. If it became apparent that con- 
nections of the Union Pacific were se- 
cretly parties to the piratical methods 
being pursued by that road to secure 
business it might be necessary to ad- 
minister a rebuke where it would be 
most felt by cutting domestic rates 
east of the river. In the meantime the 
§$anta Fe is simply following where | 
the other roads lead and making such 
‘rates as meet those announced by 
them... This policy it will continue so 
long as the situation remains as it: is: 
at present.

ELECTRIC ROAD SUITS. 


General Manager Clarke Says They are With- 
out Merit. 

The San Francisco Examiner con- 
tained a lengthy article on the People’s 
Home ‘Savings ‘Bank, giving the re- 
port of the Bank Commissioners and 
referring at some length to the affairs 
of the concern.

‘against Pastor Collins and the church 
Officers. The principal points made 
were as follows: : 

“That an Armenian deacon, duly 
elected, was not recognized; adult Ar- 
menians were refused admission to the 
church; discrimination was shown in 
seating the Armenians in the church 
and also in the distribution of hymn 
‘books and Bibles; the pastor had ein- 
formed the Ministerial Union of Fresno 
and others that he wished the Arme- 
nians were out of the church and that 
unless they paid larger sums_ they 
would have to go to some other church, 
and that he would see that it was done. 
He was also cHarged with ejecting an 
Armenian from the- church because 
he had taken a seat not given by the 
usher, although seats are free in this 
church.” Other charges of a like na- 
ture were also made. 

When the evidence had all been 
heerd the council adjourned to another 
part of the church, and did not arrive 
at a. decision till 11:30 p.m. 

The decision rendered was largely in 
favor of the, Armenians and most of. 
the charges ere unanimously sus- 
tained against the pastor and officers 
of the church. 

The report is a severe reprimand of 
Pastor Collins and the church officers 
for their unchristian spirit toward the 
Armenians. The council does not ap- 
prove or sanction the segregation of 
the congregation, and commends the 
spirit of the Armenian bgethren, which 
has led them to identify themselves 
with an American church rather than 
o form a separate organization, and 
they expressed themselves decidedly of 
the opinion that an American Congre- 
gational church should have the grace 
to make the most of such commenda- 
ble spirit. 

Remembering now that the eyes of 
the churches in this and missionary 
lands are upon this church and its 
action, and that the issue must be far- 
reaching in its ‘effect, they solemnly 
entreat both the church and the ag- 
grieved party to “seek those things 
which make for peace,’’ to the end 
that existing causes of offenses may 
be removed.

The Electric Road Will Be Built, 
-Croakers Notwithstanding. 


Sunday Happenings—A New Route for the 
Proposed Boulevard—Personal and 
‘Géneral Notes of Interest—. 

News in Brief. 


PASADENA, April .29.—(Spe¢ial Cor- 
respondence.) Although material in 
the way of ties and steel rails has been 
distributed along the entire length of 
Fair Oaks avenue south of Chestnut 
street, and although several hundreds 
of dollars have already been expended 
in laying the same, while a large force 
of men is employed today carrying out 
the work by the Pasadena and Los 
Angeles Electric Company, there are 
some people in town whose chief de-.' 
light seems to be to croak, who still 
insist that the newly-organized com- 
pany, in connection with the Consai.i- 
dated Electric Company of Los An- 
geles, does not intend to build a road 
between Pasadena and Los Angeles, 
and that it is all a bluff intended to 
freeze out somebody else. _ 

The great majority of the people, 
however, are inclined to look at the 
matter in a different light, and have 
sufficient confidence in such men as P. 
M. Greén, L. P. Hansen, H. W. Magee, 
E. C. Webster and other local capital- 
ists, who. have interested themselves in 
the project, to believe that they mean. 
to carry it out this summer. Mr. Web- 
ster, who has been made the president 
of the company, and who has been 
chiefly instrumental in pushing the 
work, was a prominent factor in Pasa- 
dena during boom days, and although 
he went under temporarily, speaking 
from a financial point of view, along 
with hundreds of other Pasadenians, 
when the boom burst, he left numerous 
monuments, such as the Hotel Green, 
Carlton Hotel, operahouse, Postoffice 
Block, numerous handsome residences, 
miles of cement sidewalks, etc., to 
testify to the. push and blic spirit 
that prevailed within him. Pasadena 
undoubtedly owes much~ of its pros- 
perity to the enterprise displayed by 
Mr. Webster in the -wildly-speculative 
days of eight years ago; and is only 
reasonable to assume that the same 
spirit will accomplish all that it sets 
out to in the matter of the new electric 
road, especially when’ backed up by a 
strong array of capitalists, whose finan- 
cial standing is above question. The 
road will be built this summer, and the 
people above referred to will build it.. 

NBW. ROUTE SUGGESTED, 

well-known Pasadenian suggested 
to the reporter on Sunday that if ‘a 
boulevard is ‘to be built between Pasa- 
dena and Los Angeles primarily for the 
benefit’ of the unemployed, that a new 
route be adopted. The gentleman 
argues that by making a detour in a 
westerly direction from the present 
main highway from the northerly part 
of South Pasadena to what is generally 
referred to as 'the adobe road, the dis- 
tance can be reduced by nearly a mile, 
and that nearer Los Angeles; by going 
over a range of hills, from thé summit 
of which a magnificent view may be 
obtained, the distance may be still 
further shortened. Such a route, ft is 
claimed, would be the shortest and most 
picturesque that could be built between 
the two cities, and it should receive the 
consideration of those having the mat- 
ter in charge. . a
